He was the predominant fig- 
ure at the Chicago rally. 

Obviously, he had not planned 
to assume an aggressive role. 
But, as he was~ genuinely de- 
sirous of avoiding the nomina- 
tion last autumn, but accepted 
it when political destiny and 
duty made it necessary, he will 
again place his tremc*dous in- 
tegrity, his great store of intel- 
lectual honesty, his rapier wit, 
his scholarly and yet winning 
oratory at the disposal of the 
Democratic Party. 

He did not ‘‘assume leader- 
ship.” 

Many of the speculations i in ad- 
vance of the Chicago meeting 
were infantile in that they fol- 
lowed the old soft-shoe political 
routine and the accustomed ap- 
proaches. They no longer fit. 
Stevenson is no ordinary man, 
and assuredly he is not the or- 
dinary politician. 

So, one by one the predinner 
suppositions fell and were gone 
with the winds from Lake Mich- 
igan, 


if— 


To assume that Stevenson 
would come to the Chicago meet- 
ing and ‘‘take charge’’ in the 
old-fashioned way of politics 
was to ignore the sort of person 
he is. In the first place, he is 
not that sort of man or politi- 
cian. Secondly, he has a mind. 
Therefore, he knows that only a 
man of vast vanity would “‘as- 
sume leadership” of a party 
which is divided and angry. 

Also, he is in the happy posi- 
tion of not seeking to be the 
nominee in 1956. If duty and 
destiny again cast him for that 
role, he will take it. If the po- 
litical earthquakes throv’ up 
some other person more likely 
to restore the Democrats to 
power, then no man will serve 
more loyally, or effectively in 
the ranks than Stevenson. 

President Eisenhower remains 
a towering figure. His popu- 
larity is undiminished. None of 
the failures of the GOP has been 
blamed on him. 

A surprising uumber of people 
do not think General Eisenhower 
will be a candidate in 1956. But, 
there is no foundation for such 
a belief. He most certainly will 
be unless his health prevents. 

The Democrats, who must op- 
pose him, have never been truly 
a united party. Always a loose- 
ly held organization of many di- 
verse urban and rural elements, 
it has from its birth been a 
physical freak insofar as _ its 
component parts are concerned. 

Noone now can ‘“‘take charge.”’ 

But Stevenson, as the titular 
(honorary) head of the party, has 
already rendered yeoman serv- 
ice to it. There was « widen- 
ing of the gulf at Chicago. It 
was revealed that the so-called 
loyalty oath is meaningless. 


No Breach 


Nor was there any breach be- 
tween Stevenson and Truman. 

Before the former President 
arrived at Chicago he got in 
touch with a party leader. 

“I don’t want to get in the 
way of Adlai,”” he said, “you 
boys just fit me in where you 
want me.”’ 

Stevenson went out of his way 
to pay tribute to Harry Truman. 

There was never any enmity 
between them. Stevenson last 
fall admired the great courage 
and, in truth, vision of the Presi- 
dent who created the Marshall 
Plan, the Truman Doctrine that 
saved Turkey and Greece, au- 
thority for the airlift that bailed 
out Berlin, and who moved so 
resolutely im Korea. He did dif- 
fer with some domestic deci- 
sions and he disliked some ap- 
pointments. But Truman, who 
admires a fighter, being one 
himself, became a Stevenson fan 
during the campaign, and devel- 
oped a vast admiration for the 
man. 

Stevenson is exerting leader- 
ship without assuming it. ~ 

He did not speak on the po- 
litical evening of the party ral- 
ly. His speech was partisan, 
yet it dealt in‘no personalities. 
In this, for example, there is al- 
ready a departure from the 
Harry Truman “Give ‘em hell” 
tactics. Adlai still believes he

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., Sept. 
15 (INS)—The United States, with 
British Commonwealth support, 
scored a smashing victory over 
Russia today when the eighth an- 
nual assembly voted to postpone 
debate on seating Red China in 
the UN for the remainder of this 
year. 

A U.S. resolution postponing 
the China issue for the rest of 
1953 was approved over intensive 
Soviet opposition by a vote of 44 
to 10 and two abstentions. The 
West—with the exception of Yugo- 
slavia— voted solidly with the 
United States. 


ELECTS MADAME PANDIT 

The 60-nation forum then cli- 
maxed a stormy afternoon of its

NATO To Get 
6 A-Cannon; 
More Later

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15—The 

United States will send six atomic 
cannon to Germany soon to bol- 
ster the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization’s defense of West- 
ern Europe. 
» This was announced today by 
Army Secretary Stevens. He add- 
ed that this was ‘“‘the first of sev- 
eral 280-mm. battalions planned 
for deployment to Europe. 

The 280-mm. gun is the Army’s 
largest-caliber artillery piece 
having complete mobility. It 
weighs about 85 tons when it’s 
ready for the road, and can fire 
an atomic shell approximately 20 
miles. 

Nothing was said in the official 
announcement about atomic am- 
munition for the gun—which also 
fires conventional shells—but the 
President has authority to order 
atomic weapons sent outside the 
United States. United States air- 
craft carriers, for example, have 
from time to time carried atomic 
bombs overseas since the end of 
the war. 

Though the atomic cannon will 
be under control of NATO’s In- 
ternational Command, they will 
be sent to one of the six United 
States divisions in Germany. The 
868th Field Artillery Battalion, 
Fort Bragg, N. C., will be as- 
signed to man the guns in Europe.

Spunky little Lamar Weaver came home from the hospital 
last night to a home he has never seen. 


The 2-year-old tot who was 
born with his stomach outstde 
his body has spent his entire life 
in Grady Hospital. 

He will meet his 14-year-old 
brother, Bill Jr., for the first 
time this afternoon. His other 
brother, Laney, 11, has met him 
—on a couple of sneak trips into 
the ward. Hospital regulations 
prohibit children under 16 from 
visiting the wards. 

But Mrs. Weaver smuggled 
young Laney in to meet his 
brother on two occasions. 

Lamar’s hospital days are 
over for two years now. But in 
September, 1955, he’ll go back 
to Grady for another operation— 
he has had several already, the 
first when he was only three 
minutes old. 

His condition—known in med- 
ical language as oonphalocoel— 


is nearly always fatal, Fast ac- 


tion by doctors gave Lamar a 
new lease on life. And he has 
smilingly held on to the option 
ever since.

Oxygen to Premature Babies 


Is Blamed for Eye Disease 


New York Times News Service, Speqial to The Atlanta Constitution 
LONDON, Sept. 15—A new eye disease which leads to eventual 
blindness may be caused by the administration of oxygen as a res- 


piratory aid to premature babies, 
in the current issue of the British 
This “‘preliminary communica- 


tion’? appears under the names 
of Drs. Norman Ashton, Basil 


Ward and Geoffrey Serpell of 
the London Institute of Ophthal- 
mology, who have described how 
eye disorders were induced in 
immature laboratory animals by 
subjecting them to the same oxy- 
gen treatment now believed to 
be the main cause of blindness 
in babies. 


The disease is called ‘‘retro- 
lental fibroplasia’’ and is char- 
acterized by the formation of a 
sheet of fibrous tissue behind the 
lens of the eye which pulls on, 
and eventually detaches, the 
retina. 

The doctors say the disease 
was unknown before 1942 when 
the first outbreak was noticed in 
the United States. Since then, 
they believe, it has become 
worldwide in distribution and 
mostly affects hospital-raised 
premature babies weighing about 
three pounds at birth. 


Because oxygen has been sus- 
pected as a contributory cause 
of the disease for some time, its 
use has been restricted to short 
doses for urgent cases in most 
London hospitals. 

The doctors have reported that 
newly born animals with eyes in

After they had been anesthe- 
tized and killed, the animal’s 
eyes were examined microscopi- 
cally. 

The experiments showed that 
exposure to oxygen had stopped 
the growth of the blood vessels 
in the retina, the doctors said. 

Restoration to air did not en- 
able their growth to return to 
normal but instead abnormal 
retinal blood vessels grew wildly 
in the wrong direction to pro 
duce a condition similar to the 
disease found in humans.

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Democrats Show 


Signs of Unity 


Although many things could happen 
between now and 1956, the Democratic 
Party emerges from its Chicago meet- 
ing with greater unity than onyene 
thought possible. 

Democratic National Chairman Ste- 
puen A. Mitchell is due much credit. 
Best proof of that is the remark zs 
Gov. Hugh White, of Mississippi, - 
leader of the Southern wing: “We're ses 
him 100 per cent.” The Mississippian 
was pleased at the ihtelligent compro- 
mise over the highly controversial “loy- 
alty oath’—a compromise that marks 
the beginning of the end of an ill- 
advised move by party extremists. 

With intraparty strife temporarily 
allayed, the Democrats are in a much 
better position to unite behind an oppo- 
sition program for the 1954 congres- 
sional elections and within Congress it- 
self, And in Chicago this program was 
rather well outlined by a parade of 
speakers, including former President 


Truman and Rep. Sam Rayburn and 


climaxed by Adlai Stevenson’s usual 
brilliant address Tuesday night. 

Let us hope the chances of harmony 
are pursued to the end that the wide 
cleavages evident in the 1952 campaign 
max be closed. Stevenson himself pin- 
pointed the reasons for harmony in his 
speech accepting the nomination: “The 
Democratic Party is not the labor party, 
nor the farmer’s party, but the people’s 
party. It is the party of no man be- 
cause it is the party of all men.” The 
cleavages were due largely to attempts 
of the extremists to upset this doctrine. 

That concept was hammered out by 
the party’s founders, Thomas Jefferson 
and James Madison. In his day, Jef- 
ferson was considered a radical. Madi- 
son would be classed as a middle-of- 
the-road liberal. Largely through the 
latter’s efforts, compromises were af- 
fected that. resulted in the American 
system of constitutional government de- 
signed to prevent the nation’s political 
rule from capture by any faction or 
group. 

Madison’s conception of government 
wes that it was a necessary evil that 
must be borne, its principal function be- 
ing to serve as a referee between con- 
flicting groups. Its primary object was 
to prevent any one group or faction 
from invading the rights of others or 
unduly exploiting the masses of the 
population. The intricate system of 
checks and balances that he wrote into 
the Constitution was motivated by these 
beliefs. 

The Democratic Party cannot be- 
come the party of big labor or the 
farmer, any more than the Republicans 
can successfully remain the party of 
big business. The vastly complex Amer- 
ican society, with its conflicting factions 
and interests, demands a government 
that protects the interests of all with- 
out exploitation and oppression of any. 

We hope that out of Chicago came 
a new understanding of the traditional 
role of the Democratic Party as seen by 
its founders. 


Federal Reserve Banks 
Have Unsteady Nerves 


Presidents of all Federal Reserve 
System banks lived through the depres- 
sion of the 30s. Therefore, none wants 
to see another such calamity. Hence, 
the constant state of an FRB president 
today is a nervous one, likened unto 
that of a burglar in a church revival. 
He wants harder money, but he also 
wishes to avoid walking too close fo the 
rim of depression. 

So it is that the FRB seems to be 
operating quietly, almost as if it hopes 
little attention is being paid its doings. 
It is more or less by accident that one 
peers through reports of the nation’s 
finances and learns that for the first 
time in weeks the Federal Reserve 
Bank is buying short-term Treasury 
bills to prevent them from declining, 
and to have the further effect of in- 
creasing, automatically, the reserves of 
member banks. Within the last few 
weeks the FRB has bought almost 
$100,000,000 in government securities. 

This buying is to be stepped up and 


there may be a further easing in re- 


serve requirements for member banks. 
There was such a lowering in June and 
now the FRB nervously considers 
whether the time is not near at hand 
when there must be another. 

There must be credit for harvesting 


‘and marketing crops and merchants 


must lay in inventories for the upcom- 
ing Christmas trade. If seasonal buy- 
ing of short term Treasury notes 
doesn’t do the job of providing enough 
credit the system will almost surely 
have to lower member-bank reserve re- 
quirements. 

This is the more indicated because 
the Treasury itself will need to borrow 
money this fall. Not, of course, for any 
Christmas shopping, but to refund and 


repay existing debts which will come 
due. 

So, if in passing Federal Reserve 
banks, they seem to be shaking ever so 
gently, it is because the presidents and 
their staffs are themselves very ner- 
vous men as they seek to deal with the 
dragon of inflation and the worse mon- 
ste: of depression.

Formation of the unit in Dooly 
brings to 132 the number of Georgia 
counties so organized. Soil Conserva- 
tion Week is a good time to make note 
of that fact. For forest conservation is 
a vital phase of saving the soil. 

Georgia forestry officials, co-operat- 
ing with the counties, have done a com- 
merdable job of extending the blanket 
of protection over the state. Only 27 
counties remain out from under. The 
project should be pushed until the cov- 
erage is complete.

The surprise banquet at Athens 
marking her retirement was her co- 
workers’ way of saying “Well done.” 
The farm women of the state already 
had expressed their sentiments by con- 
tributing $10,000 toward ‘a cottage at 
Rock Eagle 4-H Center and by naming 
it for Miss Collier.

The state money will 
be available if the. county ‘funds are 
forthcoming. 

The Douglas County Sentinel has 
given its full endorsement to the bond 
issue and the building plans. We're 
betting on the good citizens of the com- 
munity to do the same.

The Quiet People Also Yearn to Hear 
Those Great Messages of Their Faith 


In the chapel all was quietness, and soft 
lights, many colored. Before the Holy Table 
with its fair white linen cloth the tall priest 
stood in his white vestments. Beside him, 
Also Trobed, StOOd A SlOM- eer spi jor gaee oo oetnsorn 
der man, younger, his .° 4 
eyes upon the priest, 
watching his lips. 

“Our Father who art 
in Heaven’’ the 
priest intoned the open- 
ing prayer of the serv- 
ice of Holy Communion. 

As he began to speak, 

the young man moved, 

with a gentle, rhythmic 

motion. Without a 

sound, his whole body came alive, arms 
and hands and shoulders moving, fingers 
flickering. In the congregation the people 
tock up, with théir own gestures, the sound- 
less prayer. .. .‘‘Hallowed be thy name... 
Thy kingdom come .. .”’ 

Soon the speaking priest sat down and 
the young man stood before the congrega- 
tion. His lips made no sound, but with his 
body. his hands, his arms, his fingers, his 
mobile face that reflected every mood, he 
told his audience, sitting in the silence, the 
story of Job. Even a layman, knowing 
nothing of the language of signs that the 
quiet people speak, could read in his ges- 
tures the story of Job’s great tribulation, 
his pain and bewilderment and his endur- 
irg faith and love. 

Through the whole long and solemn 
service the speaking priests and the silent 
translator carried the congregation until 
finally, crossed hands uplifted, they knelt 
at the altar, faces uplifted, to receive the 
sacrament. *. . .‘‘The blood of our Lord 
Jesus Christ which was shed for thee... . 
Drink . . . in remembrance, and be thank- 
ful,’ Sam Cobb, the speaking priest, in- 
toned. With solemn gestures fitting the 
words, the young man translated. 

It was one of the many special services 


which the Episcopal Church holds for those 
who have lost their hearing and their 
speech. The young translator was Steve 
Mathis ITI, deaf as a stone since he was 12. 
A student now at Virginia Theological Semi- 
nary, and soon to be ordained, he is one of 
14 young priests in training whd will go 
through the United States to conduct for 
those who cannot hear nor speak the solemn 
services of the church. 

The sign language that he speaks is 
fitted to the theme of the great message he 
must deliver. It goes far beyond the simple 
finger alphabet with which the mute com- 
municate. The whole body is employed in 
the translation of such abstract ideas as 
faith, love, mercy, sin, God the Father, Son, 
and Holy Ghost. Speaking priests often take 
the training in order that their own pulpit 


_gestures may add eloquence to their words. 
In the recital of a psalm or one of the great 


passages filled*with the music of the King 
James version, the speaker may appear like 
a conductor leading a symphony. But often 
the simplest signs express the deepest 
thoughts. 

The sign for love is a simple touching 
of the heart. The sign for God fhe Father 
the placing of the hand against the fore- 
heed. The symbol of Jesus is the placing 
of the fingertip against the palm—repre- 
senting the nails which pierced His palms 
upon the cross. 

Though the services are conducted in 
the forms and ceremonies of the Episcopal 
Church, all faiths are welcome. In the con- 
gregation described on the Sunday above 
were Baptists and Presbyterians, Method- 
ists and Catholics. Nor were they from 
nearby. Many had come from miles around, 
for among the quiet people there is a great 
yearning to hear in their innermost hearts, 
through Steve Mathis’ eloqeunt gestures, the 
words of hope and comfort their ears can 
never hear, and to speak with their own 
hands the words of faith and ove their lips 
can never utter.

Soviet talks were underway was 
in.

State Bridge 
Work Slated 
In 60 Days 


Construction on $9,000,000 worth 
of bridges in Georgia is expected 
to’ begin within 60 days, Chair- 
man James Gillis of the State 
Bridge Building Authority an- 
nounced yesterday. 

His announcement came after 
the State Supreme Court had up- 
held constitutionality of the new 
Bridge Building Authority. 

Gillis called a meeting of the 
authority for 8:30 a. m. Monday 
to make final plans for issuing 
bonds and letting the first con- 
tracts. The authority has a limit 
of $30,000,000 in bonds. 

Engineering plans already 
have been completed for the proj- 
ects to be included in the first 
letting, Gillis said. 

The largest projects include a 
series of bridges known as the 
Doctor Town Bridges in Long 
and Wayne Counties, and a new 
bridge over the Satilla River on 
the Coastal Highway. 

The State Highway Board will 
rent the new bridges from the 
State Bridge Building Authority 
for 50 years. The bridges will 
then become state property. Gil- 
lis said the board will use part 
of its bridge maintenance funds 
to pay the rentals

Bares ‘Foreign Plot’: 
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Calls State of Emergency 


‘Liberation Rally’ Denunciation 
Believed Aimed at Britain

~ CAIRO, Sept. 15—i)—The government proclaimed a 
state of emergency throughout Cairo tonight after an- 
nouncing it had uncovered a plot by an unnamed foreign 
power to overthrow the regime of President Mohammed 


Naguib. 
The foreign power, accused of 
plotting with Egyptian traitors,

Egypt's ‘denunciation was clearly 
aimed at Britain. 


CARS PATROL EMBASSIES 


As a precautionary measure, 
armored cars were stationed near 
the British and American em- 
bassies tonight when the state of 
emergency was proclaimed. 

The announcement of the sub- 
versive plot was made by Saleh 
Salem, minister of national guid- 
ance, at a “‘liberation rally’’ of 
some 60,000 Egyptians in Republi- 
can Square here. 

Salem said a special court com- 
posed of officers of the Naguib 
Junta would be formed ‘‘to bring 
to immediate trial those accused 
of engaging in activities against 
the national interests and the 
existing revolutionary set-up.”’ 

He said the indictments would 
be drawn up by the 12-man revo- 
lutionary council, and judgments 
would be handed down in its 
name. No where in his long 
speech did Salem name an ac- 
cused person. 


JULY TARGET DATE 


Salem said the target date for 
the plot was July, 1954. He said 
agents of the hostile foreign pow- 
er planned to act only as ad- 
visers, without implicating them- 
selves directly in the plot. 

The plans called for organiz- 
ing a “front’’ which would be 
directed from abroad, Salem 
said. Instructions were to be 
transmitted to frontists inside 
Egypt through a foreign embassy 
other than that of the organizing 
country, he added.

I've been traveling again, and 
I must say that this welcome 
compares quite favorably with 
that! A lot of old friends (includ- 
_ ing even Republicans) not only 
have welcomed me home to Chi- 
cago, but even asked me to re- 
port on my journey. I am touched 
and deeply grateful. You do me 
a great honor. But the trip itseif 
was a reward, and I wish every- 
one concerned about his country’s 
place in the world could have the 
opportunity I’ve had to hear 
and see—especially anyone who 
doesn’t know how lucky he is to 
an American. 


MIND IS FULL 
For six months I have traveled 
across this vast and troubled 
world. My mind is filled with 
recollections of the personages I 
talked with from Syngman Rhee 
and the Emperor of Japan to Pope 
Pius and Queen Elizabeth; of the 
sights I've seen, moving’ and 
beautiful, sordid and sickening; 
of that rugged front in ravaged 
Korea where, pray God, the strife 
has stopped for keeps; of the ugly 
war in the wet, green rice pad- 
dies of Indochina where commu- 
nism, masquerading as national- 
ism, imperils the whole of South- 
east Asia; and of millions of refu- 
gees huddled in squalid camps 
and hovels stretching from Korea 
to Western Europe—remnants of 
many more victims of the wars, 
revolutions, intolerance and sav- 
agery that have cufsed our time 
on earth. 


MORE THAN PRIVILEGE 

A trip like mine is a sobering 
experience. It is more than a 
privilege, it is a responsibility to 
be an American in this world. It 
is not one world; it is more like 
three worlds—the Allied world, 
the Communist world and the un- 
committed world. Almost a bil- 
lion people live along the route I 
took: Most of them live in Asia 
and most of the so-called uncom- 
mitted peoples live in Asia. They 
do not belong to the white minor- 
ity of the human race, and trag- 
ically many of them are poor, 
undernourished and illiterate. 

Asia is in revolution. Civiliza- 
tions are very old, but political 
independence is very young. In 
the new states the economies are 
shaky, public administration is 
weak; they are hungry and poor, 
sensitive and proud. Nationalism 
is rampant. And the West, iden- 
tified with the hated colonialism, 
is suspect. Utterly preoccupied 
with their own overwhelming 
problems, they see little of the 
world conflict and don’t appre- 
ciate America’s global responsi- 
bilities. 
FROM EXPERIENCE 

They know from experience a 
lot about feudalism, landlords, 
money lenders and oppressors, 
and the ideas of Karl Marx sound 
pretty good to many of them who 
know surprisingly little about the 
ugly realities of communism in 
practice. Nor is there the per- 
ception one would expect of the 
menace of international commu- 
nism as a new imperialism. 


There is little tradition of De- 
mocracy, but independence, won 
at long last, is a passion, which 
partly accounts in some quarters 
for their opaque view of Com- 
munist China where to many 
Asians it appears that the foreign- 
ers have been thrown out and 
the ignominy of centuries erased 
by Asians. 

There is reverent admiration 
for the ideas of the American 
Revolution, the Bill of Rights and 
the great utterances of human 
freedom. But they think they see 
contradictions in the current 
wave of conformity and fear here 
at home, and hypocrisy in our al- 
liances with the colonial powers 
and professed devotion to free- 
dom and self-determination.. 


WANT TO KNOW 

The ideological conflict in the 
world doesn’t mean much to the 
masses. Anti-Communist preach- 
ing wins few hearts. They want 
to know what we are for, not 
just what we are against. And in 
nations like India, Indonesia -and 
Burma they don't accept the the- 
sis that everyone has to choose 
sides, that they have to be for 
‘us or against us. Nor do I be- 
lieve that we should press ailli- 
ances on unwilling allies. After 
all, we had a long record of 
neutrality and noninvolvement 
ourselves and the important thing 
is that such nations keep their 
independence and don’t:join the 
hostile coalition. 

But in spite of all their doubts 
and difficulties I was impressed 
by the devotion of the leaders of 
Asia to the Democratic idea of 
government by consent rather 
than by force and by the decisive 
manner in which so many of the 
new countries of Asia have dealt 
with violent Communist insurrec- 
tions and conspiracies. Their rev- 
olutions have not produced Utopia 
and they are struggling with in- 
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ON EVE OF DECISIONS . 


We are on the eve of great 
decisions in Asia. Korea is the 
first step. Will Red China yield 
at the conference table what it 
fought to prevent on the battle- 
field? It would seem to me un- 
likely ‘Tf we adopt arbitrary posi- 
tions in advahce and our room 
for maneuver and negotiation is 
limited. I hope our leaders will 
not be prisoners of domestic po- 
litical propaganda or hobbled by 
inflexibility. 

Personally I am skeptical of 
Red China’s intentions, but when 
we search for settlements we 
have to search, and when we ne- 
gotiate we have to have some- 
thing to negotiate with as well 
as for. Many of our friends think 
China wants peace and trade 
above all, as they themselves do. 
}With so much at stake in Asia— 
the unification of Korea, For- 
mosa, peace and security in In- 
dochina—it would seem to me 
that we owe 4t to ourselves as 
well as to our friends at least 
to find out, if we can, what Com- 
munist China’s ultimate inten- 
tions are. 


Let me add here that I emphat- 
ically approve what our govern- 
ment is doing to leave no doubt 
about our concern for the security 
and independence of Indochina, 
which is the gate to all South- 
east Asia. 


ATTENTION TO ASIA 


I wish I had an hour for Asia, 
for, if I may risk a prophecy, the 
hostile world is going to pay more 
and more attention’to Asia, es- 
pecially huge, uncommitted India. 
And I suspect that as Europe’s 
eastern empires shrink, there 
will be left to us more of thé 
burden of defense and of helping 
to guide the. great forces which 
great changes have unleashed in 
Asia. 


The Middle East is largely a 
power and defense vacuum, ex- 
cept for doughty little Israel and 
tough, strong Turkey. In Turkey 
the ancient enmity of Muscovy 
would make the Turk suspect and 
abhor communism just because 
it came from Russia if for no 
other reason. Peace is imperative 
in the Middle East—peace be- 
tween Egypt and Britain and the 
Arab states and Israel, which is 
engaged in a historic effort to 


oppressed people. 

In Europe, the recovery since 
the war is spectacular. In West- 
ern Germany, which doesn’t have 
to support an army, navy and 
air force, it looks ironically as 
though the vanquished were bet- 
ter off than the victors. In France 
the progress has not kept pace; 
there is grave social unrest and 
political frustration which can 
be remedied and will be, pray 
Heaven, by heroic measures. 
Among Frenchmen the conviction 
is growing that France can no 
longer maintain the defense ef- 
fort in Europe, fight communism 
in Indo China with weapons and 
at home with larger social and 
economic expenditures, all at the 
same time. 


VOTE IN PROTEST 


We should bear in mind that 
many Frenchmen vote Commu- 
nist, not from conviction, but in 
protest. Hence, the increasing 
glamor to get out of Indo China 
altogether and spend more on 
housing, industrial development 
and social betterment at home. 


The most urget problem in 
Europe today is, of course, Ger- 
many: How to channel its de- 
veloping strength and resources 
into paths that will benefit both 
Europe and the world, how to 
resolve the age-old rivalries of 
France and Germany, and how 
to satisfy the intense German 
desire for reunification, whetted 
by the gallant workers’ revolt in 
the Soviet zone which exhilarated 
the whole Free World. 


In short; the difficulties are 
many and the hazards great 
everywhere. But things are bet- 
ter. There is hope in the air, born 
of America’s postwar policy of 
assistance and resistance, of 
growing strength and selfconfi- 
dence, and of Stalin’s death fol- 
lowed by shifting winds from 
Moscow, truce in Korea, rebellion 
in Eastern Europe, troubles be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. 


WORLD IS WEARY 


But the world is weary; there 
is universal anxiety and impa- 
tience to ease the tensions, to ex- 
plore every possibility of settle- 
ments by conference and nego- 
giation. The Soviet will exploit 
Ciscord in our ranks at every op- 
portunity in order to divide and 
enfeeble the grand alliance of the 
free. There is uncertainty abroad 
about America and our objective. 
Is our objective to discover 
through negotiation ways to relax 
tensions, or is it intensification 
of the cold war; is it co-existence 
or extermination of Communist 
power? 

Some of the misunderstandings 
may seem incredible to us, but it 
is well to try to see ourselves as 
others see us. Many think we are 
intemperate, inflexible and fright- 
ened. And people who have lived 
in insecurity for centuries don’t 


' 
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they reconcile our exhortations 
about the peril with deep cuts in 


where people think they recog- 
nize the dominant mood of Amer- 
ica in what is called ‘‘McCarthy- 
ism,”’ now a worldwide word. In- 
quisitions, purges, book-burning, 
repression and fear have ob- 
scured the bright vision of the 
Land of the Free and the Home 
of the Brave. 


WANT TRADE 


Most of our friends want and 
need trade, not aid. There is an 
uneasy feeling that the U. S. is 
showing signs of economic na- 
tionalism, of a drift toward no 
trade and no aid. But our friends 
must trade to live, and not many 
are going to go hungry, I sus- 
pect, to prove to us how anti- 
Communist they are. 


Just as there are many mis-' 
conceptions about us, whe have 
many illusions about others, and 
one of them is that irritations, 
doubts and disagreements are 
symbols of ingratitude or anti- 
Americanism. Some hostile feel- 
ing is inevitable, particularly in 
occupied areas, but I found sur- 
prisingly little.. Misgivings about 
our wisdom, unity and clear pur- 
pose, yes, but also there is wide- 
spread admiration and gratitude 
for our faith and fortitude, and 
prayerful hopes for the sobriety, 
good judgment and moral vi- 
tality of American leadership. At 
my journey’s end Winston 
Churchill said to me with emo- 
tion: “‘America has saved the 
world.”’ 


WE HAVE SUCCEEDED 

Our foreign assistance pro- 
grams have succeeded, especial- 
ly in Europe. They have cost us 
dearly, but I bless the day when 
President Truman went to the 
aid of Greece and Turkey and 
commenced the Marshall Plan. 
Stronger, more self-reliant, our 
friends are feeling more _ inde- 
pendent of Washington, and are 
talking back to us now, which 
seems to me a healthy sign. 


I think we are winning the cold 
war step by step and the long 
strain is beginning to show in the 
Soviet and its satellites. The 
spread of communism has been 
arrested. And while Moscow has 
military potency, the Commu- 
nists idea has little appeal any 
longer, at least in Europe.

EVEN HARDER JOB 

If I am not mistaken, holding 
our Allies together is going to be 
an ever harder job which will 
tax mightily our patience, re- 
solve and statesmanshin. Fer we 
can’t *‘go it alone.”’ Unilateralism 
is but the new face of isolation- 
ism and it spells disaster. 


Looking to the future, it seemed 
to me clearer than ever that the 
economic, military and political 
integration of Europe is the best 
hope for balancing Soviet power 
and for enabling the states of Eu- 
rope to exercise a powerful, posi- 
tive and peaceful influence in the 
modern world. We have already 
invested years of effort and en- 
couragement and billions of dol- 
lars toward this bold and imagi- 
native end. 

Europe has already made im- 
portant progress toward unifica- 
tion on the economic front. On 
the political front, a draft con- 
stitution for a federated Europe 
is under consideration. 


FRANCE’S FEAR 


For years we-have been en- 
couraging military integration 
and a contribution from Ger- 
many for the defense of the free 
world. Dr. Adenauer is a vigor- 
ous advocate, and with his victory 
last week about all that lies in the 
path of the European Army plan 
is France’s natural fear of a big- 
ger, stronger and rearmed Ger- 
many. 

I think our government should 
now bend every effort to encour- 
age and hasten federation. Yet 
we will only impede progress if 
we rely on threats or-are insensi- 
tive to many difficulties and 
basic fears. One is the natural| 
French fear of a federal institu- 
tion which may be dominated by 
the Germans. Another is that 
Russia will prevent the reunifica- 
tion of Germany if Germany 
joins the West because of the 
Soviet fear, alleged at least, that 
a united Europe and a European 
army is an aggressive bloc en- 
dangering Russia. 


IMAGINATION CHALLENGE 


So we must surmont a thicket 
of difficulty; we must bring the 
discussion back to the level| 
where once again it challenges | 
the imagination and the hopes of;

Social Drinking 
And Drunk Driving 


Alcoholism is becoming more 
noticeable among teen-agers. 


This trend is difficult to explain, | 


except that drinking in the home 
has become more common. When 
the young people see the parents 
take a highball or two, drinking 
is sanctioned as a socially accept- 
able practice. It becomes the 
‘thing to do,’”’ and we have heard 
boys and girls.who give cocktail 
parties that mimic in every de- 
tail the shindigs mother and dad 
put on. 

In most parts of the country 
the alcoholic is on the black list 
because of his bad record as a 
driver. 

Authorities realize that alcohol 
is involved in from 40 to 60 per 
cent of America’s annual motor 
toll of 40,000 dead and 1,500,000 in- 
jured. There is a tendency to im- 
pose stiff penalties for driving 
while intoxicated, but so far little 
evidence has been offered that 
the plan is solving the over-all 
problem. 

Several months ago a news- 
paper article appeared quoting 
an address by Lt. Frank M. An- 
drews, chief of the Evanston 
traffic police, which deserves 
wide publicity. Evanston, the 
home of the WCTU, is dry. It 
also has one of the lowest acci- 
dent rates in the country. 

Andrews told of a survey made 
in 1939 by the Northwestern uni- 
versity traffic institute. “Men 
were stationed for 24 hours: at 
one of the main streets going 


from Chicago into Evanston. 
Drivers were stopped at random 
and asked to breathe into a bal- 
loon for a chemical analysis of 
the alcoholic content of the 
breath. 

The sampling revealed that 155 
of the 1,750 drivers stopped were 
too intoxicated to drive safely. 
Between midnight Saturday and 
6 a. m. Sunday only one of the 
drivers stopped was without a 
trace of alcohol; he was a min- 
ister on his way to church.

Tuesday evening at the Dink- 
ler Plaza Hotel under the spone- 
sorship of Rich’s and the Young 
Matron’s Circle for Tallulah 
Falls. 

Also on the flight were Amere 
ican designers Vincent Monte- 
Sano, Harold Schnurer, Ben Som- 
ers of Capezio shoes and Sydney 
Wragge. Dick Rich accompanied 
the guests from New York to At- 
Georgia co-eds. 

Editors of leading fashion 
magazines and top executives 
for clothing manufacturers 
were also on the special flight. 
The entourage was greeted by 
a band dressed in Confederate 
gray playing “Dixie” and 
‘‘When the Saints Come March- 
ing In.’’ Mayor Hartsfield wel- 
comed the group to Atlanta. 


Emilio Pucci stole the show 
by handing a reporter his rain- 
coat and proclaiming, “‘I won't 
need it in Georgia.’’ A former 
classmate of Pucci’s who met 
the flight revealed that the 
noble Italian, who attended the 
University of Georgia when 
Gov. Talmadge was a student 
there, had brought along a 
great list of Georgia friends to 
look up—most of them former 
Georgia coeds. 


Manuel Pertegaz was affable 
and willing to be interviewed by 


anyone speaking French or 
Spanish but otherwise limited 
his comments to — ‘‘Where is 
my interpreter?”’ 

During Tuesday evening’s 
premiere an audience primed 
with such dinner delicacies as 
Rock Cornish Game hen and 
wild rice, applauded loudest 
when a Georgia inspired fash- 
ion product appeared. 

Pucci (his former schoolmate 
Governor Talmadge occupied a 
front-row table) presented a

Georgia Peach.’”* The dashing 
Italian explained, ‘‘I was very 
sad when I left Athens 16 years 
ago and though I come from 
the city of Dante I do not have 
his eloquence so I say my ap- 
preciation to Georgia the only 
way a designer can—with 
clothes.”’

Born near Au- 
gusta in 1810, she was the granddaughter of George Walton, 
one of the Georgia signers of the Declaration of Independence. 
Her first public recognition came when she was only 12. 
Andrew Jackson extended her the honor of naming the capital 
city of the new state of Florida. She selected the name Talla- 
hassee, from the language of the Seminoles. The English 
translation means Beautiful Land. She had a remarkable flair 
for languages, and at an early age spoke all of the major 
tongues of Europe. At her first audience with the Pope. in 
Rome, he was delighted when she spoke to him in Italian as 
though it were her native language. Her personal magnetism, 
exquisite beauty and mental superiority opened the doors of 
the royal courts to hér wherever she went. A list of her inti- 
mate friends reads like a ‘‘Who’s Who” of the 19th Century. 
A few among them were Washington Irving, Henry Clay, 
Millard Fillmore, Edwin Booth, Henry Wadsworth Longfellow, 
Marquis LaFayette and Robert and Elizabeth Browning. One 
of her most enthusiastic ventures was to help purchase and 
restore Mount Vernon. At the suggestion of Alphonse Lammar- 
tine, the famous French author, she wrote ‘Souvenirs of 
Travel.” At 26, she was married to Dr. Henry LeVert of 
Mobile, a physician whose interests were in science rather 
than society.

Only 5 Classes Outside Schools,

The percentage increase in initial enrollment in De- 
Kalb County schools this year over 1952 was more than 


four times that of the Atlanta school system increase. 


In spite of the greater enroll-|. 
ment, school officials reported 
only five DeKalb classes housed 
in temporary facilities, with no 
double sessions seen for the rest 
of the year. 

First week enrollment in De- 
Kalb schools showed an increase 
of more than 18.5 per cent over 
the initial registration last year, 
School Superintendent Jim Cher- 
ry fpoponten, This compares with 

a 4 per cent in first week enroll- 
ment in Atlanta schools, city offi- 
cials reported. 

The DeKalb enrollment jumped 
from 17,077 to 20,249, a 3,172 in- 
créase. School officials had pre- 
diated an increase of about 2,200. 
The registration hike is the larg- 
est in the system’s history, 
Cherry said. 

The influx of new students dur- 


ing the remainder of the school 
year will average about the same 
as the school terri increase in 
1952-53, about 56 per week, Cher- 
ry predicted. 

This increase will force the 
system to use temporary class- 
room facilities within the school 
plants, he said, but classrooms 
scheduled for construction this 
year will take care of the initial 
1954 enrollment.

Social Drinking 
And Drunk Driving 


Alcoholism is becoming more 
noticeable among teen-agers. 
This trend is difficult to explain, 
except that drinking in the home 
has become more common. When 
the young people see the parents 
take a highball or two, drinking 
is sanctionec as a socially accept- 
able practice. It becomes the 


‘‘thing to do,’’ and we have heard. 


boys and girls who give cocktail 
parties that mimic in every de- 
tail the shindigs mother and dad 
put on. 

In most parts of the country 
the alcoholic is on the black list 
because of his bad record as a 
driver. 

Authorities realize that alcohol 
is involved in from 40 to 60 per 
cent of America’s annual motor 
toll of 40,000 dead and 1,500,000 in- 
jured. There is a tendency to im- 
pose stiff penalties for. driving 
while intoxicated, but so far little 
evidence has been offered that 
the plan is solving the over-all 
problem. 

Several months ago a news- 
paper article appeared quoting 
an address by Lt. Frank M. An- 
drews, chief of the Evanston 
traffic police; which deserves 
wide publicity. Evanston, the 
home of the WCTU, is dry. It 
also has one of the lowest acci- 
dent rates in the country. 

Andrews told of a survey made 
in 1939 by the Northwestern uni- 
versity traffic institute. Men 
were stationed for 24 hours at 
one of the main streets going 


from Chicago into Evanston. 
Drivers were stopped at random 
and asked to breathe into a bal- 
loon for a chemical analysis of 
the alcoholic content of the 
breath. 

The sampling revealed that 155 
of the 1,750 drivers stopped were 
too intoxicated to drive safely. 
Between midnight Saturday and 
6 a. m. Sunday only one of the 
drivers stopped was without a 
trace of alcohol; he was a min- 
ister on his way to church,

In spite of the greater enroll- 
ment, school officials reported 
only five DeKalb classes housed 
in temporary facilities, with no 
double sessions seen for the rest 
of the year. 


First week enrollment in De- 
Kalb schools showed an increase 
of more than 18.5 per cent over 
the initial registration last year, 
School Superintendent: Jim Cher- 
ry reported. This compares with 
a 4 per cent in first week enroll- 


ment in Atlanta schools, city offi- 
cials reported. 

The DeKalb enrollment jumped | 
from 17,077 to 20,249, a 3,172 in-' 
crease. School officials had pre-. 
dicted an increase of about 2,200. | 
The registration hike is the larg-| 
est in. the system’s history, | 
Cherry said. 

The influx of new students dur- 
ing the remainder of the school 
year will average about the same 
as the school term increase in 
1952-53, about 56 per week, Cher- 
ry predicted.

This trend is difficult to explain, 
except that drinking in the home 
has become more common. When 
the young people see the parents 
take a highball or two, drinking 
is sanctionec as a socially accept- 
able practice. It becomes the 
“thing to do,” and we have heard 
boys and girls who give cocktail 
parties that mimic in every de- 
tail the shindigs mother and dad 
put on. 

In most parts of the country 
the alcoholic is on the black list 
because of his bad record as a 
driver. 

Authorities realize that alcohol 
is involved in from 40 to 60 per 
cent of America’s annual motor 
toll of 40,000 dead and 1,500,000 in- 
jured. There is a tendency to im- 
pose stiff penalties for driving 
while intoxicated, but so far little 
evidence has been offered that 
the plan is solving the over-all 
problem. 

Several months ago a news- 
paper article appeared quoting 
an address by Lt. Frank M. An- 
drews, chief of the Evanston 
traffic police, which deserves 
wide publicity. Evanston, the 
home of the WCTU, is dry. It 
also has one of the lowest acci- 
dent rates in the country. 

Andrews told of a survey made 
in 1939 by the Northwestern uni- 
versity traffic institute.. Men 
were stationed for 24 hours at 
one of the main streets going 


from Chicago into Evanston. 
Drivers were stopped at random 
and asked to breathe into a bal- 
loon for a chemical analysis of 
the alcoholic content of the 
breath. i 
The sampling revealed that 155 
of the 1,750 drivers stopped were 
too intoxicated to drive safely. 
Between midnight Saturday and 
6 a. m. Sunday only one of the 
drivers stopped was without a 
trace of alcohol; he was a min- 
ister on his way to church.

High schools and military acad- 
emies would cease to give the two- 
year college level courses and 
revert to a four-year junior pro- 
gram. ; 

WILL FIGHT PROPOSAL 

Not willing to give up the 
advanced ROTC benefits without 
a fight, Col. Brewster and other 
military school leaders are now 
preparing vast figures and infor- 
mation on the worth of the ‘‘es- 
sentially military schools,” 

Col. Brewster said the Associa- 
tion of Military Colleges and 
Schools supplies the army with 
statistical analysis reports that 
trace the development of thousands 
of boys from United States military 
schools. 

Explaining that the rivision was

Alcoholism is becoming more 
noticeable among teen-agers. 
This trend is difficult to explain, 
except that drinking in the home 
has become more common. When 
the young people see the parents 
take a highball or two, drinking 
is sanctionec as a socially accept- 
able practice. It becomes the 
“thing to do,’”’ and we have heard 
boys and girls who give cocktail 
parties that mimic in every de- 
tail the shindigs mother and dad 
put on. 

In most parts of the country 
the alcoholic is on the black list 
because of his bad record as a 
driver. 

Authorities realize that alcohol 
is involved in from 40 to 60 per 
cent of America’s annual motor 
toll of 40,000 dead and 1,500,000 in- 
jured. There is a tendency to im- 
pose stiff penalties for driving 
while intoxicated, but so far little 
evidence has been offered that 
the plan is solving the over-all 
problem. 

Several months ago a news- 
paper article appeared quoting 
an address by Lt. Frank M. An- 
drews, chief of the Evanston 
traffic police, which deserves 
wide publicity. Evanston, the 
home of the WCTU, is dry. It 
also has one of the lowest acci- 
dent rates in the country. 

Andrews told of a survey made 
in 1939 by the Northwestern uni- 
versity traffic institute. Men 
were stationed for 24 hours at 
one of the main streets going 


from Chicago into Evanston. 
Drivers were stopped at random 
and asked to breathe into a bal- 
loon for a chemical analysis of 
the alcoholic content of the 
breath. 

The sampling revealed that 155 
of the 1,750 drivers stopped were 


too intoxicated to drive safely. 
Between midnight Saturday and

Alcoholism is becoming more 
noticeable | among 
This trend is difficult to explain, 
except that drinking in the. home 
has become more common. When 
the young people see the parents 
take a highball or two, drinking 
is sanctionec as a socially accept- 
able practice. It becomes the 
‘‘thing to do,’”’ and we have heard 
boys and girls who give cocktail 
parties that mimic in every de- 
tail the shindigs mother and dad 
put on. 

In most parts of the country 
the alcoholic is on the black list 
because of his bad record as a 
driver. 

Authorities realize that alcohol 
is involved in from 40 to 60 per 
cent of America’s annual motor 
toll of 40,000 dead and 1,500,000 in- 
jured. There is a tendency to im- 
pose stiff penalties for driving 
while intoxicated, but so far little 
evidence has been offered that 
the plan is solving the over-all 
problem. 

Several months ago a news- 
paper article appeared quoting 
an address by Lt. Frank M. An- 
drews, chief of the Evanston 
traffic police, which deserves 
wide publicity. Evanston, the 
home of the WCTU, is dry. It 
also has one of the lowest acci- 
dent rates in the country. 

Andrews told of a survey made 
in 1939 by the Northwestern. uni- 
versity traffic institute. Men 
were. stationed for 24 hours at 
one of the main streets going

Drivers were stopped at random 
and asked to breathe into a bal- 
loon .for a chemical analysis of 
the ‘alcoholic .content “of the 
breath.
